CIRCULAR —, H. Q. A., Oct. —, 1892. 
The following decisions, rulings, etc., have been 


made, and are published to the Army for the in- 
formation of all concerned: 


I, COURTS-MARTIAL —By the third section, para- 
grage 1, of General Orders, No. 21, Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s Office, 1891, it is prescribed that the punish- 
ment for an offence cognizable when committed for 
the first time by an inferior court-martial may, 
upon proof of five or more previous convictions, be 
three times as great as the maximum limit ot pun- 
ishment for the offence when committed for the 
first time; or, in lieu of it, *‘ dishonorable discharge, 
with forfeiture of all pay and allowances.” This 
latter punishment, if awarded at all, must be 
awarded in its entirety; it is a single substitute 
which the order provides for the sentence which 
might otherwise be awarded. The court bas no au- 
thority to award a punishment less than dishonor- 
able discharge with forfeiture of all pay and allow- 
ancer, but in excess of the limit before prescrihed.— 
[Decision Sec. War, Sept. 1, 92—37320 A. G. O., 1892.] 

If. CoOURT-MARTIAL SENTENVES.—When a sentence 
of confinement or forfeiture is in excess of the legal 
limit, that part of it which is within the Jimit is 
legal, and may be approved and carried into execu- 
tiou.—[Decision Acig. Sec. War, Sept. 13, 92, modify- 
ing the paragraph under head of “ Forfeiture of 
Pay,”’ on page 3, Cir. No. 3, series of 1886, A. G. O., 

29 A. G. O., 1892 ] 

Section VI of Generai Orders, No. 21, Adjutant- 
General’s Office, 1891, authorizes only the substitu- 
tion of punishment therein mentioned, and does not 
au! horize the reverse of the specified sul stitutions.

III, SUMMARY COURF RECORD.—The epecifications 
of charges tried by summary court may be recorded 
in the “Summary Court record” in abbreviated 
form; but, taken in connection with the charge, 
must set forth material facts, together with the date 
of offence. For instance, under a charge of “ Ab- 
sence without leave,” it will be sufficient if the re- 
cord should state, ‘ From 10a. m. to 10 P, m., Octo- 
ber 10, 1892; ’’ or under a charge of “ Drunkenness 
on duty,” to state, “At drill, October 10, 1892." — 
se a Acig.

A PERPLEXING LAW. 


THE officers of the War and Navy Departments 
are.scrupulously avoiding any reference to the eight 
bour law in their contracts fer Government work 
and supplies. The reason for thisis the uncertainty 
as to the scope of the new law. In the recent adver- 
tisement for new ships no restrictions are imposed 
as to the hours of labor, and this policy will be fol- 
lowed in all future advertisements by both depart- 
ments. The Attorney-General has refused to ren- 
der any opinion as to the general scope of the law, 
preferring to confine his judgment to particular 
cases as they may be submitted to him. This being 
the attitude of the Attorney-General, the Depart- 
ments have concluded to go ahead with their con- 
tracts, leaving the contractors to interpret the law 
for themselves. A penalty having been prescribed 
for a violation of the law, it is assumed that the con- 
tractors will take pains to protect themselves. At 
all events, it will be left to them to test the effeot of 
the law as far as it applies to the work they may be 
performing for the Government. If the shipbuilder 
or gun manufacturer chooses to work his men ten 
hours or more a 7 the Departments neue Go 
contracts will not interfere, as itis not their busi- 
ness te interpret the law for others. it will be in- 
teresting to see where the line is ultimately drawn 
4 the courts. If the law is construed to be applio- 
able to manufacturers of guns or shipbuilders, the 
question arises whether it does not also apply to 
every person who has to do with furnishing the 
material which goes into theship or guns, and if 
this is so the law would seem to affect even the 
miners who produce the ore from which the steel is 
made, and the men who cut the timber which even- 
tually tinds its way into aship, not to speak of those 
who grow the timber. Even manufacturers of tools 
which are —— in ship and gun construction 
would seem to be involved.

THE MARE ISLAND EXPLOSION, 


Navy DEPARTMENT, 
G. O. No, 401. WASHINGTON, Sept. 27, 1892. 


Ow the morning of the 18th of June last, 4 the 
accidental explosion of ammunition in the building 
known as the shell house at the Naval Magazine, 
Navy Yard, Mare Island, Cal., where a number of 
men belonging to the U. 8. 8. Boston were engaged 
in preparing shell for that vessel, twelve persons 
were instantly killed and several others more or 
less injured. 

When it is considered that the explosion referred 
to had scattered burning tragments upon the roof 
of the shell house and about the building; that 
there was imminent danger of fire therefrom reach- 
ing the po nearby, which contained a large 
quantity uf powder, and that greater disaster was 
liable to ensue, the Department is deeply impressed 
with the courageous conduct of those who prompt! 
approacbed the building and by well directed an 

reistent effort succeeded in preventing further 
oss of life and property. 

In view of the above facts it is deemed pocper 
that a public acknowledgment be made of the im- 
portant service rendered by officers and enlisted 
men of the Navy, employees of the Navy Yard and 
others on that occasion. 

lt appears, from a report made tothe Department 
by Rear-Adwiral John Irwin, commandant of the 
Navy-Yard, that Capt. J.C. Watson, then captain of 
the Yard, who was early atthe scene of disaster, 
mounted the burning roof of the shell house and 
directed the movements of the party about the 
building, consisting of Comdr. C. E. Clark, Surgeon 
D.O. Lewis (the first officer arriving on the grounds), 
Gunner T, M. Johnsou and Watchmen Damsatedt 
and Collins, in their efforts to extinguish the fire. 

In a report concerning the accident, made by 
Capt. Watson to the Commandant of the Yard, he 
states that two seamen apprentices, C. H. Beamer 
and J. Murmann, both of the U.S. 8. Boston, were 
with bim on the roof of the shell house and reude 
efficient service, and he also mentions the following 
persons in addition to those named by the Com- 
mandant, who gave him prompt assistance, viz. : 
Commander Henry Glass, Lieut.-Commandader W. 
T. Swinburne, Lieutenants E. K. Moore, T. 8. 
Phelps, F. H. Lefavor, and Albert Gleaves, Ensigao 
C. F. Hughee, Surgeon A. M. Moore, Civil Engineer 
F. O. Maxson, Boatewains Patrick Haley and Tim- 
othy Sheehan, Sailmakers William Redstone and 
Michael Barr, U. 8S. N,; Major H. A. Bartlett, Lieut. 
J. A. Turner and Private Thomas Kennedy, U. 8. 
Marine Corps; W. D. Nichols, stable keeper; the 
crews of the fire engiaes of the Yard, composed of 
Messrs. Horn, Bryant, O'Hara, Cleveland and 
Vance; Foreman Mason Denio; Mr. McCauley, 
writer; Mr. Hanscom, electrician, and Frank St. 
John and Albert Sylvester, laborers. 

Both Capt. Watson and Surgeon Lewis acknowl- 
edge the kindness and courage exhibited by Muss 
Bessie McDougal, who, while driving along the road 
leading to the magazine at the time the explosion 
occurred, offered Dr. Lewis the use of her varriage, 
and by driving rapidly to the gunner’s house pear 
the magazine, enabled him to quickly arrive at the 
point where his services were needed. 

Other reports of the casualty show that timely 
and effected assistance was given by Medical In- 
spector G. W. Woods, Surgeon A. F. Magruder, 
Passed Asst.

VAh1OUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


“No little anxiety is felt .ad expressed on the Pa- 
citic coast lest the two ships buiit by the Union Iron 
Works for the U.S. Navy, the San Francisco and 
the Charleston, should not find their way back to 
the Pacific in case they come to this side with Rear 
Adniiral Gherardi. No decision has been reached by 
the Department in the matter. 


THE U.S. S. Alliance on her arrival at Honolulu 
will take up a position in “Naval Row,” and moving, 
stem and stern prepare for an extended stay ‘a that 
delightful harbor. lnasmuch as it is the policy of our 
Government to maintain a show of naval force 
among the Hawaiian Islands, it is difficult to see 
what ship is to take the placeof the Alliance for 
many months to come. 

Tue American Marine has, since 1855, fallen from 
65-7 per cent. to about 20 per cent. of the total of 
our foreign trade, iv foreign tonpage,which in 1855- 
59 was employed only to the extent of 4,756,000 tons, 
was in the five years ending with 1889 «eapioyed to 
the extent of 24,438,000 tons in carrying on the 
foreign business of the country, which has grown 
even more rapidly than the population, remarka- 

ble as the growth of the latter has been. 





Torpedo boats, 152%¢ft. by 17ft. 5in., built by Herr 
F. Schichau for the Russian and Italian Govern- 
mente, have attained a speed of 274% knots in an 
hour’s run at sea. 


The British Navy List now shows the first-class 
battle-ships to be fewer by ten than they were in 
1886, the figures being respectively 20 and 30. while 
there isa reduction in the 2d class from 17 to 12, 
This is the result of the recent reclassification, by 
which a large number of the older vessels have been 
removed to lower grades. 


SHOULD the San Francisco and Charleston come to 
the Atlantic side there will be much curiosity among 
the ship and engine builders hereto see how the 
compare in workmanship and arrangements -vit 
the cruisers {constructed on this side of the conti- 
nent. 


A BOARD of naval engineers has been appointed to 
meet at the Mare Island Navy-yard on Oct. 10 for 
the examination for prom>tion of Asst. Eng. An- 
drew M, Hunt, U. 8. N., at present on the U.S. Fish 
Commission steamer Albatruss. The board consists 
of Chief Engrs. G@. F. Kutz, Jos. Trilley and G. J. 
Burnap. 

A recent letter from the Mohican, under date of 
Aug. 30, from Atlu, Alaska, mentions some details 
of the cruise of interest, and expresses the opinion 
that the work of the war vessels has been successful. 
The Mohican expects to be in San Francisco about 
Oct. 20. All well on board, but suffering somewhat 
from cold weather. 


Durine the prevalence of the gale off Sandy 
Hook, New York, Monday evening, Sept. 26, the 
New Hampshire and the Nantucket experiwnoed 
covsiderable inconvenience. The New Hampshire, 
which was reported at the| Navy yard to have 
drifted a mile from her position, was towed back to 
her anchorage by the Nantucket. 


Tue Italian cruiser Giovanni Bausan arrived at 
New York October 1, 1892, and was reveived with 
the customary honors. During the week visits have 
been exchanged between Military, Navaland civil 
officers. fhe Bausan will take part in the Naval 
Parade on Octobcr 12, and at present lays off 231 St., 
Hudson River. 


TxE invitations which the United States sent out 
some time ago to the maritime nations of the world 
to participate in the Naval display at Hampton 
Roads next spring, commemorative of the discovery 
of America, have, thus far, not been answered with 
the degree of promptness expected. So far only 
one nation, Great Britain, has given a positive prom- 
ise to participate, and only two others have ac- 
knowledged the receipt of the invitations. 


Cruiser No, 6, which is being constructed by the 
Union Iron Worke at San Francisco, Cal., will be 
launched November 5, and it is intended by the 
officials of the Union Iron Works to make the occa- 
sion a notable one. Gov. Markham and staff will be 
invited, as will also the prominent militia and naval 
officers on the coast. 


THE Carnegie Works in Pennsylvania have in- 
formed the Navy Department that they cavnot 
name the time of delivery of the vertical plates to 
compete the turrets of the coast defence vessel 
Monterey, owing to the continued effects of the 
Howestead strike. Nothing is now lacking for the 
completion of that vessel but these plates. 


Tue United States has just acquired possession of 
all the land necessary for the purpose of a coaling 
station at Pago Pago, Samoa. All of the deeds had 
to be submitted for ratification to the Samoa Land 
Court, created by the treaty of Berlin. It was 
found that there were numerous claimants for the 
ownership of the tracts of lands, and to save end- 
less coutzoveray and lossof time the Government 
was finally obliged to buy up all of the adverse 
claims. 


Tus New York Herald correspondent says: “1 
learn ina semi-officvial way that should Admiral 
Gherardi invite Chili to participate in the Naval 
demonstration in New York next 5 ey the Capi- 
tan Prat will be ordered to attend. The Armstrungs 
are building for Chili, am informed,a 4,000 ton 
cruiser of the general type of the Baltimore, except 
she will have less fireboard amidships. Her arma- 
ment will consist of rapid fire guns of the heaviest 
calibre, with broadside batteries of smaller rapid 
fire guns.”’ 


Ow1ne to the unsettled condition of political 
affairs in Hawaii the State Department requested 
the Navy Department to countermand the orders 
for the return of tbe Boston from Honolulu. The 
countermand was telegraphed to San Francisco and 
forwarded by the mail steamer which sailed last 
Saturday. The Alliance had previously sailed for 
Honolulu to relieve the Boston and expedite her re- 
turn. If the countermand does not reach Hunolulu 
before the departure of the Boston another ship 
may be despatched from San Fraucisco to reinforce 
the Alliance. A private letter received by a naval 
offic-r says affairs are fast approaching a serious 
political crisis in the Sandwich Islands, and our 
treaty rights to Pearl Harbor for a coaling station 
may be imperilled. 


Tue vessels included in thelist of accidents at- 
tending the annual naval manceuvres in British 
waters are the armorclads Northampton and Howe, 
the cruisers Andromache, Arethuse, Naiad, Apolo, 
Thetis and Phebe, the torpedo-boats a ol 
Sharpshooter, Skipjack, Gleaner and Grasshopper 
besides torpedu-boat No. 75, which is still at tbe 
bottom of the sea. Three vessels grounded, one had 
a man killed by the breaking of a chain cable, and 
the others named had various accidents to their ma- 
caoinery. The Sharpshooter court-martial has re- 
sulted in the aequittal of the accused officer and the 
condemnation of the vessel and her class as weak in 
construction and over-engined. It is pointed out 
that under the Plimsol Act the Admiralty would be 
held guilty of a misdemeanor for sending her out 
in such an unseawortby state. 

Or the new Cunard steamer just launched En- 
gineering says: “The magnificent proportions of the 
ship aud her machinery are such that only a care- 
ful study of the individuuil parts that go to make up 
the whole, reveal the immense strides that have 
been made in the whole conception of the designs, 
from anything that has yet been doveon the At- 
lantic. The appearance of the vessel,even in her 
incomplete condition, bears evident proof that on 
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beautiful vessels ever launched on the Ulyde.” The 
Times in its report of the launching of the Campa- 
nia stated that no English firm bad plant sufficiently 
large to roll the rudder plate of this boat, which 
was socardingiy obtained from Krupp. In answer 
to this Mr. ©. J. Stoddart, of the Park Gate Iron and 
Steel Works, Rotherham, writes to the Sheffeld Tel- 
egraph stating that from inquiries he nas made it 
appears that this plate was 21 ft. long by 11 ft. 31n. 
wide by 1% in. thick, a size which could easily bave 
been rolled and supplied from the works of bis firm. 
The anchors of the vessel weigh 6 1-2 tons; and are 
the largest stock anchors in the world.

THE company of Greek capitalists, which a year 
ago took up the work of cutting the Corinth Canal» 
abandoned by the old French company, expect to 
have it completed a year hence. When the French 
company went into liquidation it had extracted 
8,200,009 cubic metres out of an estimated total of 
10,600,000 cubic metres, and the new Greek concern 
had, therefore, to remove 2,400,000 cubic metres of 
earth. Supplementary works being thought neces- 
sary by the engineers, this total was inoreased by 
800,000 cubic metres. A large part of the capital of 
the French company was thrown away upon the 
purchase of machinery, whieh, on arriving at the 
Isthmus, was found to be practically useless, thus 
repeating the experience of the Panama failure. 
The French as canal builders appear to have struck 





twelve when they finished the Suez_ Canal. 





THE EVOLUTION OF THE NAVAL OFFIOER. 

In Harper's Weekly for Sept. 28, Park Benjamin, 
himself a graduate of the Naval Academy, presents 
in a very forcible way the deficiencies of our naval 
organization, so far as relates to the personnel, 
He shows how the improvement of material has in- 
creased the need of able and progressive officers, 
who keep themselves constantly in a condition phy- 
sically and mentally to respond to the exigencies of 
command. ‘Men who can stand cool and imper- 
turbable in the conning-tower, manipulating the 
electric buttons, through which every capability of 
the great composite weapon 1s rendered as certainly 
responsive to his command as are the muscles of a 
healthy body to the mastery of the brain.” 

It is clear to others besides Mr. Benjamin that the 
system of standing men in a line, like queue ata 
theatre or post office, letting each one advance to 
the head of the procession aso thers drop out, is not 
the ideal system for stimulating mental activity 
and awakening professional emulation. Every- 
body knows this who knows anything of our 
Navy ; everybody sees this, but in the language of 
the late Mr. Tweed, ‘‘ what are you going to do 
about it?” This branch of the subject Mr. Ben- 
jamin discreetly avoids ; indeed, the medium he 
has chosen for presenting his views is not a happy 
one for such an inquiry, and we fear his lively ar- 
ticle would have grown wearisome and uninterest- 
ing had he gone beyond his able diagnosis of di- 
sease to suggest remedies. If Mr. Benjamin, or 
any one else, will make it clear in what direction, 
and to what extent, change can profitably be made, 
we will engage to lend him whatever inflaence the 
JOURNAL has to upset the present order. 

‘*Promotion by merit,” we may be told, but will Mr. 
Benjamin show us how promotion by merit in time 
of peace can be guarded against degenerating into 
promotion by favoritism, by political influence, by 
family and social manipulation? And whatis to be 
the test of merit, and how is the appointing power 
to distinguish it, by some rigid and unfailing test, 
from mere personal popularity, or discriminate be. 
tween winning ways to make folks hate you and 
professional incapacity ? The ablest men are often 
the most unpopular in their immediate set, and our 
experience is very far from convincing us that pro- 
fessional judgments upon particular men are the 
most reliable. The idols of theschools are not, asa 
rule, the favorites of fortune. 

If we had Mr. Benjamin as Secretary of the Navy 
no doubt all this would be easy of accomplishment, 
but, as that happy consummation does not appear 
to be imminent, we must fain depend upon the 
guiding influence of his facile pen. 

His article will be read with interest as it is, and 
it presents a very just picture of the disabilities 
under which rests a service wherein officers are kept 
until they grow toward middle life at duties not 
beyond the ability of an intelligent boy; wherein 
educated professional service is rewarded, after 
seventeen years of devoted application, with from 
eight to twelve hundred dollars a year in pay; 
wherein a difference of nine years is allowed in the 
promotion of graduates of the same class; wherein 
what men did as boys of eighteen is controlling 
their whole career. ‘‘ Think of a man’s emi- 
nence in medicine or law or divinity being thus 
governed by his collegiate course !” 

Describing a typical Lieutenant Jones Mr. Ben- 
jamin says : 

And so in thirty-six years he has risen froma 
young lieutenant to an old lieutenant; and for the 
last five years what eise has he been but an ancient 
lieutenant, called other names by courtesy? And 
even when, 10 after years, he puts on his uniform 
to go to the funeral of some old shipmate, and peo- 
ple call him Admiral Jones, the oak leaves and the 
stars never seem very familiar to him; he is just as 
much Lieutenant Jones at heart as ever he was, and 
in his dreams, at least, he tells the boatswain’s mate 
to “‘ call away the first cutter,” or **up mess gear,” 


many and many atime oftener than he directs an 
imaginary flag captain to change the order of steam- 


ing. 

But if his Majesty’s sbips should appear off the 
barbor of New York? If to the thunder of his 
Majesty’s guos his Majesty's shells should come 
crasbing into the homes of the metropolis? If our 
sole reliance to stay this horror or to avoid national 
bumiliacion lies in that ironclad monster in the Nar- 
rows, with steam up and ready toslip her moorings 
and go forth a messenger of blood aod fire for our 
protection, do we want dear old lieutenant, or 
even Admiral, Jones in her conning tower? Is he 
the man to seige the instant when her ram may 
crush ip the side of his Majesty's cruiser, or when 
the opportune slipping of a torpedo may sead bis 
Majesty’s battleship p)unging to the bottom °—tim- 
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erous, cautious, ancient Jones, who never took in a 
to’-gallant sail in his Jife without the “ old man” at 
bis elbow to suggest which clew to haul up first! Or 
do we want a captain who will take his ship into 
action as Worden took the Monitor, and as Farra- 
gut led into Mobile; who will fight ber as Hull 
fought the Constitution, and Porter the Essex, with 
that happy combination of Yankee shrewdness and 
Anglo-Saxon grit which has given us, and will bere- 
after give us, the best sea-fighters on the sea? 


For Mr. Benjamin’s comfort, we may suggest 
that when the necessity called for it we found our 
Worden, our Farragut, and our Porter, and the 
problem is as to how we are to find them without it, 
in our own or in any other service. 








THE troops of the Regular Army which are to 
come to New York, Oct. 12, to take part in the 
great military parade, are to be refreshed with a 
hot dinner at the Twelfth Regiment armory after the 
parade is over, probably about 1 p.m. The pro- 
jectors of this arrangement can rest assured their 
thoughtful courtesy will be highly appreciated. 





THE action of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania 
in issuing warrants for the arrest of thirty-three 
Homestead men on charge of treason against the 
Commonwealth, because of their participation in 
riotous proceedings, is ascribed to the suggestion 
of Major General Snowden. It raises an interest- 
ing question, which we hope to see settled in the 
interests of good order. It is certainly time that 
men were held toa stricter responsibility for dis- 
turbing the public peace in disorderly attempts to 
right outside of the law real or fancied grievances. 
Why should the lives of peaceable working men and 
others be rut in jeopardy, property destroyed, the 
routine of industrial life disturbed, and thousands 
of loyal citizens be compelled to abandon their 
business and homes at the will of some secret tri- 
bunal of marplots? The law should be ample for 
the protection of every citizen, and if it is not 
methods are provided for its orderly amendment. 
Ifmen cannot establish a case of grievances that 
comes within the rules of legal evidence, they should 
refrain from depriving others of their rights 
in some wild attempt to secure their own. Men 
have done and will continue to do it, but when 
they do so the power of the State has always been 
used, and should be continued to be used, to crush 
them. There can be no liberty without law and the 
punishment of those who seek for license beyond 
the law should be severe and certain. 








THE ass ignment of Rear Admiral Irwin to the 
command of the Pacific station has been practically 
decided upon. It is also settled, at least so far as 
such matters can be anticipated, that Acting Rear 
Admiral Brown will succeed Admiral Irwin in 
command of the Mare Island Navy-Yard. This 
transfer of commands, however, it 1s said at the 
Navy Department, will probably not take place 
until January next, when Acting Rear Admiral 
Brown will have completed three years’ service in 
command of the Pacific station. Admiral Brown’s 
flag is at present flying from the ,7hetis. When 
the Bering sea fleet comes down to Mare Island the 
Mohican will probably become the flagship, and the 
Thetis will then resume her special surveying work 
on the coast of lower California and Mexico. Until 
the vessels of the special service squadron return 
from the South Pacific Rear Admiral Brown’s fleet 
will be limited to five old vessels—the Mohican, 
Adams, Thetis, Alliance and Ranger. The latter 
when she left for Bering sea had orders to join the 
Asiatic station at the conclusion of the sealing sea- 
son, as the relief of the old Palos, which has been 
condemned, but these orders have since been 
countermanded and she will remain on the Pacific 
station. The Alliance will be kept at Honolulu for 
some months. 





THE annual reports of department command- 
ers have all been received at Army Head- 
quarters. The reports of the heads of staff bureaus 
are in course of preparation, and most of them will 
doubtless be availagle for publication during the 
coming week. 


SECRETARY OF WAR ELKINS is said to have an 
ides, if appropriations, etc., would admit, of estab- 
lishing an ideal military camp near the Exposition 
grounds at Ohicago, and of sending some of our 
finest Regular troops to it, and thus making it 
of interest to foreign visitors, National Guardsmen» 
ete., to learn our methods of Regular Army man- 
agement. 








ADJUTANT-GENERAL “WILLIaMs has finally suc- 
ceeded in securing one additional room for the 
Military Intelligence Office. @While this will not be- 
gin to accommodate the necessities of the office ac 
cording to the comprehensive plan mapped out 
some months ago, Gen. Willjams considers that a 
little progress at least has been made, and will hope 
for increased facilities through congressional action 
during the coming winter. It is his purpose to in- 
crease the working forces of the new office as rapid- 
ly as space can be found to accommodate them. 
Four officers have already been assigned to duty in 
connection with the office. These are Maj. Arthur 
MacArthur. Jr., A. A. G.. Capt. Alexander Rodgers, 
4th Cav.; Capt. A. P. Scriven, Signa! Corps ; and 
Lieut. J. Y. Mason Blunt, 5th Cav. Other details 
are in contemplation. 








ALTHOUGH assigned to the command of the South 
Atlantic station over three months ago Rear-Ad- 
miral Benham has not yet been within the limits 
of that command, and the probabilities are that he 
will spend little time on that station. {[t will be 
some weeks yet before the Newark sails from Spain 
for Montevideo, and within a short time after she 
reaches there Rear Admiral Gherardi will be coming 
home for participation in the Naval review, when, 
it is presumed, Rear Admiral Benham with the 
Newark will alao come home for the same purpose. 
When the Newark sails from Spain for Montevideo 
the Bennington, it is understood, will return to the 
United States for the purpose of having her electric 
light plant completed. 








A WASHINGTON correspondent, writing on the 
subject of the marked decrease of desertion from 
the Army, dwells particularly on the benefits 
which have accrued from the purchase system. On 
this head he says: ‘‘ The recruits now enter the ser- 
vice with the consciousness that after one year they 
can buy their way out by saving their pay and with 
the pecuniary help of friends. There can be no 
question as to the good effects of the new system. In 
& pecuniary way the gain is very great, for each 
one of the 880 men discharged last year by purchase 
paid back to the Government the estimated cost of 
supplying his place, taking together the expenses of 
recruiting and maintenance. But the moral gain 
in the discipline of the Army in the decrease of de- 
sertions will probably be valued still more highly.” 








A WASHINGTON correspondent who is in a position 
to know the facts, writes: “ Anent the reference in 
last week’s JOURNAL to the entertainment at the 
Army and Navy Club of companies of the Loyal 
Legion visiting this city during the recent G. A. R. 
encampment, it is but simple justice to state that such 
companies were the guests of the District of Colum- 
bia Commandery of the Order—which was enabled 
to extend its courtesies and hospitalities to them 
through the gracious tender by the club of its privi- 
leges for the purpose—and that the entire expense 
of the week’s entertainment was defrayed by the 
voluntary subscriptions of members of the Com- 
mandery. As stated, all the arrangements—also the 
idea of the dinners instanced—originated with, and 
were perfected by, Major W. P. Huxford (the Re- 
corder of the commandery), and, at his request—in 
consequence of sudden and severe illness— were most 
admirably carried out by Colonel A. A. Hosmer, ex- 
Junior Vice-Commander, efficiently supported by 
Reception and Entertainment Committees from the 
commandery, constantly on duty day and night, 
and supplemented by the zealous and unwearying 
co-operation of Major W. J. Volkmar, U. 8. A., 
Assistant Engineer F. M. Bennett, U. 8. N., and 
Lieutenant T. ©. Prince, U. 8. M.C. Chairman and 
members, respectively, of the House Committee of 
the club, which assured the great success of the 
occasion.” 


W. M. Prerson, President of the Astronomical 
Society of the Pacific, discusses in The Californian 
for October the question whether we can signal 
Mars. Assuming the existence there of intelli- 
gences like our own, he thinks it theoretically possi- 
ble, with this trifling proviso, viz.: that we can 
concentrate on a portion of the earth’s surface, 
ten miles square, say the District of Columbia, 27,- 
878,410 are lights, ten feet apart and each of twenty 
thousand candle power. To run these would require 
only 669,081,600 horse power, nearly twice the 
horse power at present existent upon this globe. 
Perhaps some of our scientific officerson duty in 
Washington would like to work out this little prob- 
lem in their moments of leisure and get an appro- 
priation from Congress to pay the expenses. The 
late Ethan Allen Hitchcock would have found an 
easier method of learning what is going on in Mars, 
for he was a student of Emanuel Swedenborg, 
and this philosopher telle us that the spirits from 
our earth and those from Mars are in communica- 
tion. If then we cancall upon a late departed, 
through the medium of a table-tipper, we can sig- 
nal to him, after the method of the telephone oper- 
stor, “‘ Holloa! Holloa! Call up Mars.” Theoso- 











phists bold that the astral representatives of men 
from this earth and from Mars are in communica- 
tion, doubtless getting their cue from the earlier 
speculations of Swedenborg. 








A “Memeer of Parliament,” in a recent despatch 
to the N. Y. Herald on the prerogatives of royalty 
in England, says: “We had Lord Wolseley, General 
Brackenburg, and other distinguished soldiers be- 
fore the committee, but none of them was more at 
home in dealing with military technicalities 
than the Duke, which caused a radical col- 
league to exclaim, ‘Upon my word | be 
lieve he honestly earns his money.’ As 
one who is in favor of cutting down salaries and a 
most rigid economy,! must say the same remark 
applies to the sons of the Queen and the Prince of 
Wales who are in the army or the navy. They have 
been too well trained to run any risk of appearing 
ignorant by the side of the other officers in the ser- 
vice.”’ 


Tue long-delayed appointment to the Professor- 
ship of Modern Languages left vacant by the re- 
tirement of Professor Andrews in August last has 
at length been made by the President, and now 
awaits the confirmation of the Senate to be carried 
into effect. Captain Edward E. Wood, 8th Cavalry, 
now on duty at West Point as Assistant Professor of 
Spanish, has been appointed by the President Fro- 
fessor of Modern Languages. The following is Cap- 
tain Wood's record as given in the Army Register: 
Com. Sergt. and Ist Sergt., Co. ©, 17th Pa. Cav., 
Sept. 8, 1862,to July 22, 1864; Ist Lieut., 17ch Pa. 
Cav., July 22. Honorably mustered out, August 7, 
1865. Cadet, M. A., July 1, 1866; 21 Lient., 8th Oav., 
June 15, 1870; 1st Lieut., July 31. 1873; Capt., Jan. 20, 
1886; Aide de-Camp, June 24, 1879, to Nov. 15, 1882; 
Asst. Prof. of French, M. A., Aug. 28, 1883, to Aug. 
28, 1884; Asst. Prof. of Spanish, M. A., Aug. 28, 1884, 
to April 5, 1886; Asst. Prof. of Spanish, Aug. 28, 1889, 
to the present. Since Professor Andrews’ retire- 
ment, Captain Wood has been acting Professor of 
Modern Languages. Lieutenant-Colonel Wood was 
heartily endorsed by Colonel Andrews, the retiring 
professor, and other officials of the Academy, who 
were in a position to see and appreciate his worth 
through his three years’ service at the Academy as 
Assistant Professor of Spanish. 











THE NEW ARMY GUN. 


Procress toward the adoption of a magazine gun 
for the Army has been rapid under Gen. Fiagler’s 
administration of the Ordnance Office. There was 
no hesitation on his part in favorably endorsing the 
report of the Small Arms Board,and heis now exert. 
ing every effort to secure the early manufacture of 
a@ magazine gun, having secured from the last Con- 
gress an appropriation of $400,000 for this purpose, 
Notbing now remains except to secure the necessary 
tools. Negotiations are in progress which, it is hoped, 
will soon settle the question of royalty, but these 
will not be allowed to delay the work,as that isa 
question that can be determined by the Court of 
Claims. It is hoped to have some of the Krag guns 
ready by Jan. 1 next, and some brand of smokeless 
powder determined on by that time. Col. Alfred 
Mordecai, Lt. Col. Jos. P. Farley, Capt. Stanhope E- 
Bluot, Capt. D. M. Taylor and ist Lt. J. Walker 
Benét have just reported as a Board on the ques- 
tions of calibre, rifling, sights and other details of 
manufacture. The recommendations of the Board 


are as follows: 

A calibre of 0.30 is recommended. This culibre is 
one well suited toa military arm and especially 
adapted to the breech and magazine mechanism of 
the system selected for trial. 

To thoroughly consider all the questions govern- 
ing the determination of calibre would require 
much time and an extended series of experiments, 
which the Board does not consider advisable to in- 
stitute in view of its instructions to reach a decision 
at an early date. The subjectof ammunition was 
next considered on being most intimately conneoct- 
ed with that of calibre. 

Having jdecided upon the calibre of 0°30 the 
Board turther recommend that the cartridge be the 
same in exterior form and dimensions as that used 
in the tests, whioh resulted in the system repre- 
sented by the Krag-Jorgensen rifis No. 5 being 
selected for trial; that the bullet be of lead alloyed 
with tin orantimony, having a jacket of German 
silver or nickeled steel and witnout lubricant or 
cannelures; that the weight of the bullet be 220 

rains; that the charge be 36 to 40 graias of smoke- 
ess powder or such less weigut as will give the 
above bulleta muzzie velocity of about 2,000 feet per 
second with a chamber pressure aoc exvesdiag 
45,000 lan ge squareinch. With the cartridge 
recommended, in tne opinion of the Board, no pro- 
vision should be made for reloading by troops. The 
Board is of opinion that a sight for a military arm 
should be suited for use in war, and that with the 
flat trajectory which the trial arm gives there is no 
necessity for graduations for differences in range of 
lees than 100 yards; that a drifc or wind guage is 
not necessary for war purposes, and that as ia time 
of war thearm qill be of nor subjscted to 
very hard usage, the sight should be of as simple 
and strong construction as possible. 
The Board recommended a rear sight of the same 
general pattern as those used in the Krag Jorgen- 
sen Magazine rifie No. 5, with certain modifications 
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features of the sight are as follows: A fixed base 
graduated by steps from 300 to 600 yards; a leaf, 
capable of being turned down, either forward or 
backward, graduated to about 2,200 yards and pro- 
vided with notches on the side at every 100 yard 
graduation for receiving the catch of the slide. The 
face to be bright and to carry blackened gradua- 
tion numbers, as in the German sight. The front 
sight recommended is similar to that of the experi- 
mental 30 calibre Springfield rifle of most recent 
pattern. A front sight cover is not considered 
necessary. _ 

“The Board is of the opinion that a knife bayonet 
of the general design used in all European services 
is superior to either a triangular or a ramrod bayo- 
net, and should form a part of a modern small arm. 
It, therefore, recommends for use with the trial 
arm, a knife bayonet similar to that on the Swiss 
magazine rifie and provided with a metal scab- 
bard; the atrachment to the knife bayonet to be 
below the barrel at the upper band, which shall also 
carry the stacking swivel. It is recommended that 
two gun-sling swivels be provided, one of which 
shall be attached to the lower band and the other 
to the but of the stock, thirty inches below the 
lower band. A steel ramrod with a brass head, to 
be carried on the arm, is recommended [for gun and 
carbine}. 

‘*In the opinion ofthe Board no other appendage 
should be carried on the gun [or carbine], but each 
non-commissioned officer should be provided with 
a headless shell extractor and screw driver, It is 
recommended that the base from the butt plate be 
straight and that the butt plate be provided with a 
short tang for a screw. 

“It is recommended that the carbine be of the 
same calibre as the rifle and that adapted to the 
same cartridge; the barrel to have the same rifling 
and to be 22 inches long, its dimensions up to that 
distance f10m the chamber being the same as those 
of the rifle barrel; the sight to be of the same gen- 
eral design as those for the rifle, the rear sight base 
being, as for the rifle, graduated by steps from 300 
to 600 yards; that the stock extend to within three 
inches from the muzzle and be similar to that for 
the rifle; that asigbt protector band be placed in 
front of the rear sight; that the upper band be 
similar to that for the rifle, ommitting the attach- 
ment for the bayonet anu the stacking swivel; that 
the butt plate for the same as that of therifle; that 
ashort swivel bar and ring be attached to the left 
side of the stock about five inches from the butt 
plate. 

fin view of the desirability of completing a trial 
arm at an early day, and of the delay necessary in- 
cident to extended tests with different systems of 
rifling, the board recommends that for the present 
the following system of rifling be used in the 
magazine arms to be manufactured: 4 plain grooves, 
3 times the width of the bands, and 0.''004 deep, the 
twist being one turn in ten inches, aud that the 
length of barrel be 30 inches. The board further re- 
commends that a thorough test of the different sys- 
tems of rifling used in some of the European ser- 
vices be made for the purpose of determining the 
best rifling for ultimate adoption. 

Following is an extract from ,the official report 
of the Small Arms Board describing the Krag 
Jorgensen gun as adopted for our Army. It ac- 
cords, as will be seep, with the description we gave 
last week 

Thisarm was submitted by Capt. Petersen and Mr. Jor- 
gensen, representing also Capt. O, Krag. As far as regards 
the construction of the breech bolt and its action the gun is 
very siunilar to the official arm of Denmark, The general 
principles of the magazine are also similar, but the con- 
struction and operation of the gate and magazine spring are 
somewhat different. 

The gun hus acut-off. Thecapacity of the magazine is five 
cartridges, and it is adapted to the Frankford Arsenal ex- 
perimental cartridge with flanged heads. 

The bolt differs from the Danish gun in the absence of a 
half-cock notch on the cocking-piece and the introduction 
of a safety-lock similar to that on the German and several 
otber smal! arms. The lock is operated by a thumb piece, 
which causes a spindle to turn down into a notch in the 
body of the boit. This locks the firing pin when in the firing 
position and also prevents the opening of the bolt. The torm 
of the thumb of the firing pin and cocking piece is slightly 
altered, though its action is not. 

¥or the flat searspring a spiral spring has been substituted. 

‘Lhe ejector is piaced in a cut in the bottom of the re- 
eeiver. A channel in the lower side of the bolt, extending 
nearly to the bolthead, permite it to pass freely over the 
ejector until in withdrawing the bolt the head strikes the 
knob, causing the longer arm of the lever to rise, and witb 
a blow on the cartridge shell throw it clear of the receiver. 

The magazine space itself does not, as inthe Danish gun, 

project beyond the left face of the stock, though it does 
protrude slightly beyond the receiver. 
._ The bottom of the magazine is flat; the left face slightiy 
curved, the top flat and slightly cut away, to allow tree 
movement to the flanges of the cartridges. 1p the Danish 
gun, the magazine mechanism 1s supported by the gate or 
cover, into which it is entirely retracted when the gate is 
opened. The gate is hinged horizontally and opens down- 
wards instead of, as in the Danish gun, swinging out to the 
right. The gate is secured to the magazine by the hinge pin. 
This pin also retains in a cut below the magazine the lever 
spring. The arbor ofthe carrier lever engages in a bearing 
just without the magazine. 

The recommendations have all been approved by 
the Chief of Ordnance, with the exception of those 
relating to the sight and bayonet, which will be left 
open for further discussion, and the necessary in- 


structions have been given to carry them out.

GENERAL COURT-MARTIAL CASES, 


Sergt. Patrick Dougherty, Troop K, 4th Cav., was recent- 
ly tried at the Presidio of San Francisco for absence with- 
out leave from North Fork, Kawea River, Cal.; for careless- 
ness in setting fire toa portion of the forest in the Sequoia 
Nationa! Park, and for saying “in a sneering and disrespect- 
ful tone, to Ist Lieut. Harry C. Benson, 4th Cav., at the time 
his commanding officer, * You would bave shot a bear with 
this gun like hell, with three points of windage.’"’ He was 
found not guilty of carelessness in setting fire, etc., but 
guilty otherwise, and sentenced to be reduced to pri- 
vate and to forfeit ten dollars per month for six 
months. General Ruger makes a thorough review of 
the case and says: “As the continued ansence of the 
accused from camp was not intentional, a lenient view 
might be taken of the case were it not for the proper finding 
of ‘guilty’ by the court-martial on the serious offence of 
disrespect{ul conduct towards his commanding officer. It 
also appears from the evidence that Lieut. Benson, who pre- 
fers the charges, intentionally refrained trom taking any 
steps towards finding the accused, although he had been ab- 
sent from about one o'clock in the afternoon until the next 
morning, when on moving camp, he left a man with direc- 
tion to fire and answer shots to indicate the direction to the 
accused. Had Lieut. Benson absolutely known that the ac- 
cused had merely lost hia way and would be able to rejoin 
the command without special harm it might not have been 
improper, as a matter of discipline, to bave left him to shift 
for himself for the time being, but the actual cause of the 
continued absence of the accused, whether from mishap or 
from being Jost, was necessarily a matter of conjeeture, and 
it is in consequence considered that the accused having been 
absent several hours in that rugged region, and not return- 
ing by nightfall, effort should bave been made to find him 
or indicate the place of the camp to bim, and the matter of 
discipline have been left for proper attention afterwards, 
The sentence will be duly executed.” 

A private of Co. B, 14th Inf., has been dishonorably dis- 
charged and relegated to confinement at hard labor for one 
year for indulging in an oral address to his company com- 
mander as follows: * When the doctor returns me to duty 
IT shall not be responsible for my actions. My will power is 
about gone. Iam discontented with the service; so much 
80, that [ donot want to handle a gup, for I am liable to 
either use it on myself or on some one else.” This was held 
to insinuate the possibility of a second attempt, on his part, 
to commit suicide, and, at the same time, indirectly threat- 
ening the life of another, for the purpose of inducing his 
company commanver to torward “a statement of the case” 
avorable to his discharge from the service oa account of 
tleged permanent disability. 














CONCERNING the Army colony at Zellwood, Fla., a 
correspondents writes: **Col, Clendenin has a very 
fine bearing grove of twenty-five acres, whica will 
wake him a fortuve in a few years. Capt. Foote and 
his brother-in-law, Dr. Tesson, have jointly a very 
pretty grove of twenty acres, beginning to bear 
well.

ADMIRAL GHERARD!’s Special Service Squadron 
seems to be dwindling away. The Boston has been 
detained in Honolulu, and the Yorktown will hardly 
reach San Francisco from Bering Sea until it is too 
late to join the South Pacific fleet. This will leave 
only the Baltimore, San Francisco, and Charleston, 
and the Baltimore will probably be the only one 
brought around the Horn for participationin the 
Naval Review of 18938. In 1890 Secretary Tracy es- 
timated that there would be thirty-seven new ves- 
sels available for that event. There will not be more 
than half that number. The only vessels that can 
now be counted upon are the Chicago, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Newark, Atlanta, Concord, Mianto- 
nomoh, Bennington, Dolphin, Vesvieus and Cush- 
ing, which are now in commission, and the Detroit, 
Montgomery, practice ship Bancroft, Machias, 
Marblehead, and possibly, the Rahleigh, now pro- 
gressing toward completion. The New York,which 
was slated as the flagship for the review cannot pos- 
sibly be completed in season. The Boston, Yorktown, 
Charleston, Petrel and Monterey might be added, 
but there is apparently no intention of bringing 
them from the Pacific. All the European navies 
have accepted the invitations to participate in the 
review and representation is also expected from all 
other countries having a navy. About fifty vessels 
in all will be brought together.

NAVAL WAR COLLEGE, 


NEwPport, Oct. 6, 1892. 


THE programme of the course for thg remainder 

fthe session was somewhat changed last week by 
the proposition of the President to have the mem- 
bers of the class hand to him by Oct. 28, the closing 
day, answers to a problem in naval strategy. The 
conditions of this problem are of such a character 
that they have set the class to thinking, and to fix 
their attention more to the subject covered by the 
recent lectures by Capt. Mahan on the principles of 
paval warfare. In order that the officers may have 
the benefits of the experience of naval commanders, 
Capt. Mahan has commenced a series of lectures on 
the campaigns fought between 1793 and 1805, and 
that there may be no prolongation of the session be- 
yond the date originally fixed for it to end, an extra 
jecture period has been added. The class assembles 
now in the afternoon at four o’clock and is dis- 
missed about half-past five. This will continue only 
until the historical lectures are completed. The prob- 
lem to be worked out assumes hostilities between 
Great Brtain with the following relative forces: 
Great Britain—20 battleships, 25 unarmed cruisers 
of 3,000 to 5,000 tons, 15 of 2,000, and with them 40 
torpedo boats of the first and second class. United 
States—10 battleships,6 coast defence monitors,15 un- 
armored cruisers of 3,900 to 5,000 tons, 10 of 2,000— 
ships of war—and 30 merchant steamers of above 12 
knots speed, fitted for commerce destroyers, also 25 
torpedo boats and 30 yachts capable of being trans- 
formed into such. 

Consider the effect upon this problem caused, 
first, by the existence of works such as shall protect 
each of our chief seaports from the entrance of an 
enemy and from bombardments during the space of 
two months; and, second, bow far the action of the 
fleets would be hampered by the fact that none of 
our seaports are so protected. 

The lectures on Naval Hygiene by Med. Director 
Dean ended on Friday last with an exposition on the 
use and abuse of alcoho), following a comprehensive 
and interesting discussion of the great advantage 
that the Navy routine has over similar systems of 
food supply. 

Lieut. Sears’s lectures covered the entire cam- 
paign on the land as well as on the sea during the 
Chilian revolution in 1891, and ended with a de- 
xeription of the battle of Placilla before Valparaiso. 

During the present week Comdr. Harrington is 
engaged on the subject “ The Tactics of the Ram,” 
and Lieut. Meigs is ¢xpreasing his views on the Tac- 
ties of the Gun. These two series of lectures will 
occupy the entire week.

TEMPERING CURVED ARMOR PLATE. 


SouTH BETHLEHEM, Pa., Sept. 28.—An experiment 
Was made at the Bethlehem [ron Company’s armor 
plate department this afternoon of tempering 
curved armor plate which had been subjected to 
the Harvey process. The attempt was the first ever 
made with curved armor, and was entirely success- 
ful. The plate weighed 14,000 pounds, and was 101¢ 
inches thick. The curvature was the same as that 
of the plate used on the turret of the Miantonomoh. 
lee water was used in tempering, and the contrav- 
tion was very slight. Borings from the plate were 
examined at every one-eighth of an inch depth, and 
the solidity was satisfactory. The plate was then 
dipped in a tank of oil, where it is now suspended. 
The contraction or shrinkage will be ascertained in 
a few days. 

The curved plate referred to in the despatch is of 
the same thickness, and had undergone the same 
process as the flat plates, which have already stood 
such wonderfully successful tests at Indian Head 
and Bethlehem. In these tests, in which 8-inch, 
high-power navy breech-loading rifles and Holtzer 
forged steel shells were used, the results established 
the fact that the United States is now turning out 
the best armor plate in the world. Out of five shots 
each, with a striking velocity of 1,700 feet, fired at 
the Bethlehem plate, only two of tbe shelis pene- 
trated a few inches, but all five of these higb-class, 
armor-piercing projectiles were destroyed. The 
plate was not cracked by the test. The success, 
therefore, of yesterday’s experiment in tempering 
curved Harveyized plates is of the utmost import- 
ance, and marks another great stride in the progress 
of naval construction in this country.

A PECULIAR QUESTION OF LAW. 


In July, 1862, Congress passed a law permitting 
aliens who have served in the United States Army 
to become citizens without complying with the law 
concerning the years of residence. Judge Hatch, of 
the Superior Court of Buffalo, in a case before him 
bas decidea that it does not extend to the Navy, but 
suggests that fairness requires remedial legislation. 
In his opinion Judge Hatch says: *“*To my mind no 
logical reason can be assigned on the merits of ser- 
vice for discriminating between men who have 
served inthe Navy and those who have served in 
the Army. The service here shown was not rend- 
ered during the war, but the language of the sta- 
tute is, ‘ who has enlisted or shall enlist,’ so the pri- 
vilege still exists.” But two decisions on this ques- 
tion have found their way into the books, and these 
are conflicting.
